STUDENT INTERPRETERS. 
To the Editor of the ‘Cana Mart.’

8re,—The Governor's scheme for Student 
Interpreters is a move in the right direc- 
tion, but requires amending. 

For tho Gotonial Scholarship the limita 
of age are 17 to 20, so that no youth uader 
16 (the limit for Studeut Interpreters) can 
possibly have ‘distinguished himself’ at 
the Scholarship Examination. Would it 
not be well to raise tha limit to 18 and to 
offer one or two appointments for the 
ascond and third candidates at the Schalar- 
ship Exaniination ? 

fn ordinary ‘cases $40 s month is too 
much for a youngster 14 or 15 yoars old. 

Most English boys in the Ovlony atay at 
school until they are older than 16 yoars; 
and it is well they should, es the incentives 
to study are greater at school than in 
Government Office. A promise of further 
promotion beyond 9100 should be made, or 
else I fear the Governor cannot compete 
with mercantile offices for the English ole- 
ment, which is wanted rather than Por- 
tuguese or mixed races. It is notorious 
that to Englishmen joining tho service in 
the Colony all advancement is blocked for 
the benvfit of the Cadete. 

The Grant-in-aid Code should also be 
altered so as to encourage the study of 
Chinese in Schools.
